1 . Claims 1-32 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record and to the Examiner's knowledge does not teach or render obvious, at least to the skilled 
artisan, the instant invention regarding a sacrificial coating material and a method of producing a 
sacrificial coating material , particularly characterized by the step of wherein the sacrificial 
coating material is transparent fi-om a wavelength of 193nm to about 365nm and dissolvable in 
an alkaline-based chemistry or a fluorine-based chemistry, (see Applicant's arguments filed on 
7/19/10) as detailed in claims 1 and 18. Claims 2-17 depend fi-om claim 1 and 19-32 depend 
from claim 18.
